Southern California Edison 
Company today, filed applica­ 
tion with the Federal Power 
Commission to export natural 
gas from Texas into Mexico 
and import gas from Mexico 
into California. ,

The application was made 
in connection with a proposed 
pipeline project approximate­ 
ly 1600 miles long that will 
transport gas fuel from Texas 
Gulf Coast and Mexico, 
through Northern Mexico 
into Southern California.

PPC filing was Edison's 
second step irf seeking'regu­ 
latory approval of the $225 
million project. On December 
5, the power companv applied 
to the California Public Util- 
lities Commission for appro­ 
val of agreements with Ten­ 
nessee Gas Transmission 
Company, Humble Oil & Re­ 
fining Company. Petroleos 
Mexicanos (Pemex) and Cali­ 
fornia G a s Transmission 
Company.

CONSTRUCT LINE

Assemblyman to

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn 
announced this week that As­ 
semblyman Clayton A. Dills 
(D., Gardena), 67th Assembly 
District, has agreed to author 
and introduce Los Angeles 
County's anti-narcotics legis­ 
lative program at the Janu­ 
ary session of the California 
State Legislature.

Co-authoring the County 
bills will be Assemblyman 
Vernon Kilpatrick (D, Lyn- 
wood), 55th Assembly Dis­ 
trict, and Assemblyman Rex 
Cunningham (D, Ventura), 
37th Assembly District. 

RE-EVALUATION
In the meantime, the legis­ 

lative program is being re- 
evaluated so that the toughest 
possible anti-narcotics bills 
will be enacted by the Legis­ 
lature. Reviewing the pro­ 
posed legislation to see where 
it can be made stronger and 
more effective are County 
Counsel Harold W. Kennedy, 
Sheriff Peter J. Pitchess, Dis­ 
trict Attorney William B. 
McKesson, and Probation Of­ 
ficer Karl Holton.

The object of the proposed 
legislation, Supervisor Hahn
